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Couple jailed for stealing pensioner’s 
handbag from church during communion

A thieving couple who robbed 
an 81-year-old woman while she 
was taking communion on her 
birthday have been jailed. 

Adrian Robertson, 40, of Mole 
Court, West Ewell, was sen¬ 
tenced to five months in jail on 
Tuesday for stealing the 
woman’s handbag at Our Lady 
Immaculate in Ewell Road, Tol- 
worth, on January 19. 

Rebecca Mills, 32, of Lincoln 
Walk, Epsom, pleaded guilty to 
the theft and was sentenced to 
eight weeks in jail last month. 

Plucky churchgoers, a Sunday 
school teacher and children, 
gave chase after Mills was seen 
grabbing the handbag during 
the 9am service. 

But the pair escaped and dis¬ 
carded the handbag and all its 
contents before being arrested 
by police. 

Robertson, who stood trial at 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court, 
is already serving a 13-week 
sentence for an earlier theft, 
and in 2009 was jailed for two- 
and-a-half years for robbing a 
partially sighted musician in 
Ashley Road, Epsom.

Congregation member Debo¬ 
rah Roberts, who gave evidence 
behind a screen, said she saw 
the pair enter the pews as peo¬ 
ple went up for communion.

In the dock, Robertson 
claimed it was his idea to go into 
the church to use the toilet after 
sleeping rough the previous 
night. 

But, speaking from the public 
gallery Mills insisted he had 
nothing to do with the crime for 
which she had already been 
found guilty. 

Robertson, who wore a blue 
cross around his neck, said he 
had no idea Mills had taken the 
bag until they had left the 
church. 

He said: “Why would I 
want to take a bag^ 
when I was on the „ 
way to my moth¬ 
er’s for Sunday j 
dinner? 

“That is totally | 
wrong.

had a ponytail and wore navy 
top, told the court she did not 
plan to take the bag, but just 
“saw the opportunity” while 
under the influence of drink.

After giving evidence she 
whispered to Robertson: “I love 
you.”

Epsom Hospital’s car park is 
a “cash cow” with too much 
of its profit being milked by 
its management costs, ac¬ 
cording to a councillor. 

Councillor George Craw¬ 
ford, a former chairman of 
Epsom council’s health liai¬ 
son panel, made the claims 
after submitting a Freedom 
of Information request to 
Epsom and St Helier Hospital 
Trust.

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Dad saves OAP from burning flat 


An elderly woman has thanked 
the brave young father who 
risked his life to save her from 
a burning building in the early 
hours of Sunday morning. 

Damon Butler, 23, ran back 
into a block of flats after evacu¬ 
ating his family, to wake Eva 
Pearse, 88, in her first-floor flat 
above the one where the fire 
broke out in Hatch Gardens, 
Tadworth at 12.30am. 

Speaking at her home on 
Monday, Mrs Pearse, who still 
found breathing difficult after 
leaving hospital that morning, 
said she would have choked on 
the smoke without her neigh¬ 
bour’s assistance. 

She said: “I was thankful 
because he helped me. 

“We couldn’t see a thing 
going downstairs. It was thick 
black smoke.” 

Mrs Pearse could not hold a 
towel over her face because she

was using her walking stick, 
but Mr Butler helped her from 
behind. 

She said: “The fireman was 
in front of me and he said, ‘you 
are going to have to move a bit 
quicker’. It was so thick you 
could not see a thing.” 

She waited in a neighbour’s 
car and a paramedic gave her 
oxygen before she and Carol 
Williams, who is also elderly, 
were taken to Epsom Hospital 
by ambulance. 

A burning cigarette is 
thought to have started the 
blaze in Ms Williams’s bed¬ 
room. She is known to be a 
hoarder of keepsakes and junk. 

Mrs Pearse said: “I was in 
bed. Somebody was knocking 
on my door but I didn’t realise 
it was mine.

“It went quiet then the bang¬ 
ing started again. 

’’The man from upstairs was 
banging on my door and called 
my name. I opened the door 
and the stairwell was full of 
smoke.” 

Her neighbour told the 
Epsom Guardian she had also 
knocked on Mrs Pearse’s door 
after Ms Williams had knocked 
on hers. 

She said: “I was banging but 
she could not hear. 

“I was banging and banging 
but there was no answer. I told 
the guy who lives above and he 
came in. It was really brave.” 

She said that there were no 
fire alarms in the communal 
areas owned by Raven Housing 
Trust and a door to the balcony 
on the first floor was locked. 

She said: “If the little old lady 
had not been able to get out to 
knock on our doors, who is to 
say the fire wouldn’t have 
spread to all the flats? There 
were no alarms going off.” 

She said Ms Williams was re¬ 
leased from hospital on Mon¬ 
day, but added: “She was really 
upset. She’s a lovely lady and 
lives on her own.” 

Ovidiu Velea, 31, who got his 
young family down from the 
top floor, said: “There was 
strong smoke, a strong smell. 

“I was very scared. It was a 
nightmare.”

'Grayling Day’ could close courts 


Lawyers fiercely opposed to Chris 
Grayling’s legal aid reforms could bring 
the court system to a halt on what they 
are calling Grayling Day. 

Epsom’s MP unveiled his final package 
of legal aid reform last week, in his capac¬ 
ity as Secretary of State for Justice. 

The reforms include proposals that 
would see prisoners’ access to legal aid 
limited and a reduction in fees paid by 
the taxpayers to criminal solicitors and 
barriers for advocacy. 

’’Grayling Day” tomorrow, Friday, 
March 7, includes a large demonstration 
outside Parliament. 

On its website, the Justice Alliance - a 


group of legal organisations, charities, 
community groups, grassroots and other 
campaigning groups, trade unions and in¬ 
dividuals - which formed in response to 
the reforms, states: “The Justice Alliance 
has called it a demonstration against the 
sell-off of legal aid.” 

Other organisations supporting the ac¬ 
tion are the Criminal Bar Association, the 
Criminal Law Solicitors Association and 
the London Criminal Courts Solicitors 
Association. 

Fears it will bring the court system to a 
halt have led to barristers in London 
being warned they could lose state prose¬ 
cution work if they take part.

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Warning as ‘dangerous’ dogs 
attack smaller pets in field

Dog owners whose pets have 
been injured in attacks by an¬ 
other man’s dogs have warned 
of the dangers they pose. 

Robert Doughty, from Station 
Avenue, West Ewell, called on 
dog walkers to take care at the 
scene of the attack, a field be¬ 
tween his road and Green 
Lanes. 

Mr Doughty described his 
dismay as two Staffie-type dogs 
attacked his small corgi jack 
russell cross, Lilly, on Decem¬ 
ber 7. 

He said: “Out of the blue two 
dogs came charging across the 
field. One in a muzzle held her 
down and the other bit into 
her. 

“The owner eventually 
turned up and got my dog out 
of its jaws. I could see her life 
force going out through her 
eyes. We had to take her to the 
animal hospital because we 
could not stop the bleeding 
from deep puncture marks.” 

Mr Doughty said: “The dan¬ 
gerous dogs are allowed to run 
free on the field. 

“The police have been in¬ 
formed but unfortunately they 
are unable to do anything. My 


only fear is one day a dog will 
be killed.” 

Jim Gwilliam, from Green 
Lanes, said his Westie, called 
Mac, was attacked by one of 
the Staffie-type dogs, which 
now wears a muzzle, in the 
same field in 2009. 

Mr Gwilliam said: “He held 
my dog by the face. My 
daughter was first to get there 


and as she pulled them apart 
the other one cut her fingers.” 

Both men claimed the owner 
of the dogs has not contributed 
anything to vets bills that to¬ 
talled almost £1,000. 

When the Epsom Guardian 
visited the home of the dogs’ 
owner a young man, who an¬ 
swered the door, said: “We had 
the police round and they have 


already decided about the 
whole thing. 

“It’s been sorted out that the 
dogs aren’t bad. 

“Police have come round and 
dealt with it and that’s the end 
of it.” 

Police logged the incident in 
December but said although 
advice was given, no other ac¬ 
tion was taken. 


Mystery disease kills 


A mystery disease that is 
killing dogs across the 
country is believed to have 
claimed the life of a pooch 
in Epsom. 

A heartbroken Sue Gray 
contacted the Epsom 
Guardian after her daugh¬ 
ter’s family dog, Frankie, 
an eight-year-old Chow 
Chow, died suddenly last 
Tuesday. 

The big, bear-like pet, 
who had been taken in by 
Natalie Daw’s family, from 
Tattenham Corner, six 
years ago, was healthy on 
Saturday, when he was 
taken for a walk on Epsom 
Downs. 

But by Monday, he had 
lost his appetite, was 
drinking excessive 

amounts of water and had 
lesions on his leg. 

The next day, Mrs Gray, 
63, of Ewell, found him 
dead just before he was due 
to be taken to the vet. 

Mrs Gray said the vet con¬ 
firmed Frankie died of kid¬ 
ney failure. And she 
believes his symptoms 
point to a form of Alabama 
Rot - an infection which 
originated in greyhounds 
in Alabama, America, in 
the 1980s. 

She said: “Frankie was a 
big, healthy dog and sud¬ 
denly went in 48 hours. It’s 
horrendous. There was no 
warning. The children are 
broken-hearted. ” 

There have been 19

confirmed cases of dog 
death due to Alabama Rot 
in the UK since 2012, and 
17 suspected cases. 

Expert David Walker, of 
Anderson Moores Veteri¬ 
nary Specialists, near 
Winchester, said there have 
been two cases in Surrey so 
far. 

He said: “It is an idiopath¬ 
ic disease which means its 
trigger is unknown. Our re¬ 
search efforts are focused 
on finding a trigger.” 

Andy Downing, a vet at 
Banstead Village Veteri¬ 
nary Surgery, said: “Any 
dog with non-healing ul¬ 
cers, particularly on the 
hind legs, should be taken 
to the vets straightaway. 

“The dogs that have sur¬ 
vived have been identified 
before kidney failure sets 
in.”

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Bridge the solution to 
dodgy level crossing? 



A bridge could be built to replace 
a level crossing that divides a vil¬ 
lage and is frequently jammed, 
Network Rail has revealed. 

The unreliable barrier in Wood- 
field Lane, next to Ashtead sta¬ 
tion, got stuck yet again last week 
during the evening rush hour to 
the frustration of residents. 

Epsom and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling has been canvassing 
local opinion on whether another 
route going over or under the rail¬ 
way line is needed. 

Network Rail, which has 
pledged to close a further 500 level 
crossings in the next five years to 
improve safety, said a bridge 
could be built elsewhere in 
Ashtead to solve the problem. 

A spokesman told the

Guardian: “We agree that 
Ashtead would benefit from a 
long-term solution as it is unusu¬ 
al to have such a large area rely¬ 
ing on one level crossing. 

“However, we would not be able 
to achieve that solution on our 
own for reasons both of logistics 
and cost. 

“Any new crossing would likely 
take the form of a bridge and 
would be at another location, not 
where the existing level crossing 
lies. 

“We are happy to sit down and 
go through the options with 
stakeholders and will continue to 
engage with people in the area on 
the way forward.” 

Mr Grayling, who has received 

about 100 replies to the letter he 
sent to residents on February 
7 about the issue, said: “I 
wrote to all the people affect¬ 
ed on the far side of the rail¬ 
way line to see what their 
opinions are. 

“I’m trying to gauge local 
opinion before having a dis¬ 
cussion with Network Rail. 


“I have said to people ‘what do 
you think the solution is?”’ 

Asked why he had only contact¬ 
ed people on the Ashtead Com¬ 
mon side of the railway line, Mr 
Grayling said: “I wrote initially to 
get a sense of views rather than it 
being a systematic exercise. If 
anything serious happens we 
would have to consult much more 
widely.” 

After the latest breakdown on 
Monday, February 24, Mr 
Grayling said: “It does seem to be 
happening with increasing regu¬ 
larity. At least the level crossing 
needs to be sorted out, but it may 
need more than that.” 

A Network Rail spokesman 
said: “We share people’s frustra¬ 
tion with Ashtead level crossing - 
where the impact is magnified by 
its location - and we are taking 
the issue very seriously. 

“This crossing is due for renew¬ 
al in the next few years but until 
that can be done, we have engi¬ 
neers looking at how we 
m can reduce the possibility 
I of something going 
B ! wrong there.”

Man hit from behind 
in unprovoked attack

A father was hit from behind and 
struck his head on a brick wall 
during a “horrific” unprovoked 
attack.

we need to find the person respon¬ 
sible as a matter of urgency. 

“The aftermath of this assault 
was witnessed by the victim’s fam¬ 
ily, including his young child, 
which was devastating and no 
doubt the impact of the assault 
will stay with them for some time. 

“The offender may have spoken 


to someone following the attack 
and I would urge this person to 
contact police, they may have not 
realised the severity of the assault 
and the lasting effect it will have. 

“We will do all we can to bring 
this offender to justice.” 

Stoneleigh neighbourhood offi¬ 
cer PC Mark Simpson said: “No 
doubt news of this assault will 
leave the Stoneleigh community 
shocked, but I would like to reas¬ 
sure residents that incidents of 
this nature are extremely rare. 

“Neighbourhood officers will be 
providing additional reassurance 
patrols in the area over the coming 
days and I would urge anyone who 
has information on this assault or 
would like advice about protecting 
yourself to approach the team.”

This year is the 500th anniver¬ 
sary of the first record of 
Gypsies in England and they 
have been coming to Epsom 
“as long as anything” accord¬ 
ing to its museum curator.

as it was 200 years ago. A cer¬ 
tain amount of horse trading 
still goes on. 

“The Gypsy community and 
the Derby have developed to¬ 
gether. Until the 1820s, the 
race was of little interest to 
the general public. 

“In the 1890s Gypsies began 
arriving from all over 
southern England for the race 
meeting. Along with the 


crowds came the travelling - 

people - gypsy fiddlers, flow¬ 
er-sellers, palmists, spielers, 
wandering pedlars, acrobats, 
stilt-walkers.” 

Mr Harte says that Epsom’s 
response to the influx of “out¬ 
siders” was mixed. 

“Some campaigned in their 
support, others suspected 
them of bringing in trouble. 

“In the 1930s, when Gypsies 
were faced with attempts to

remove them from the 
Downs, they found a 
champion in Lady Sybil 
Grant. 

“She was the daughter of 
the fifth Earl of Rosebery, 
who had been Prime Minis¬ 
ter under Queen Victoria. 

“She was herself fond of 
caravanning and sold wares 
door-to-door for charity,” the 
curator explained. 

“There was conflict between 


the Gypsies and the Downs 
administrators and Lady 
Sybil let the Gypsies camp on 
her land at the Bushes. 

“There were many places in 
Ewell where Gypsies were 
welcome. 

“They regularly stayed at 
Banstead Road, once called 
Gipsy Lane; at the Rifle Butts, 
where Glyn School is now; on 
the verges by Kingston Road; 
and down Hook Road.” 

In 1936, an Act of Parlia¬ 
ment created the Epsom and 
Walton Downs Conservators, 
giving them the authority to 
run the Downs for the public’s 
benefit. 

One of their first decisions 
was to ban Gypsies. 

“Gypsies offered to pay to 
stop on the Downs for £1 a 
wagon, but it was decided to 
refuse them - in the belief 
that it would cost more to re¬ 
move rubbish after they left,” 
Mr Harte said. 

Disputes between the two 
camps continued until 1984, 
when another Act of Parlia¬ 
ment was passed. Under this 
new law, Gypsies were given 
the right to stay on an ap¬ 
proved site on Epsom Downs.

Feeling flushed? It’s 
all yours for £200k... 



Ex-public toilets earmarked to 
become two tiny homes are back 
on the market for £200,000. 

After an earlier planning appli¬ 
cation was rejected and an appeal 
to a planning inspector failed, 
Epsom councillors approved a re¬ 
vamped application in January 
to turn the ex-Ewell Village pub¬ 
lic toilets, opposite Bourne Hall, 
in Spring Street, Ewell, into two 
one-bedroom homes. 

The mini maisonettes would be 
built on a site, which measures 
just 0.019 acres, after the toilets 
were auctioned off by the council 
in May 2012 for £68,000 - a move 
that was described as “degrad¬ 
ing” by the elderly popula¬ 
tion of Ewell Village. 

They were then sold 
on to a mystery 
buyer for more than 
£80,000 with plan¬ 
ning permission. 

The amenities are 
now up for sale for 
nearly three times as 
much. 

CSJ Agents is selling the 
site as a “residential develop 
ment opportunity with planning 
granted to demolish existing 
buildings and create two one-bed- 
room dwellings” - with a guide 
price of £200,000. 

Matt Pomeroy, of CSJ Agents,

said: “We may have an offer on 
the site, but we not quite sure at 
the moment. We are still negotiat¬ 
ing. There are difficulties in it as 
there is a tree behind it and there 
is a preservation order on it. 

“It is quite a tight space. 

“There are also restrictions on 
deliveries during construction 
and the bus stop will have to be 
moved temporarily.” 

He said he understood the toi¬ 
lets had been sold by the council 
because they were under-used, in 
proportion to the cost of keeping 
them open. 

When asked why the 
council did not formu¬ 
late plans for the site 
itself, grant planning 


then sell the site on for more 
money - a spokesman said its sale 
was the “most transparent way of 
disposing the asset”. 

He said: “The sales price from 
the council was what the toilets 
were worth as they were in 2012, 
which was an excellent result for 
the council taxpayer. 

“Developers have invested in 
the acquisition plus legal fees, 
survey charges, having plans 
drawn up, etc, and received plan¬ 
ning permission - which they 
may not have received. 

“The developer is now attempt¬ 
ing to obtain a sum they may or 
may not get, which they believe 
the site is now worth. 

“The site could have been, and 
still could be, developed in a num¬ 
ber of ways - the market was the 
best way of establishing this.”

Councillor frustrated 
by MP’s waiting game

A councillor urging the Govern¬ 
ment to consult over the possible 
closure of the UK’s leading reha¬ 
bilitation centre for injured ser¬ 
vicemen is baffled by the lack of 
support for the issue from Mole 
Valley’s MP. 

The Ministry of Defence (MoD) 
plans to create a new £300m De¬ 
fence and National Rehabilitation 
Centre (DNRC) in the Midlands, 
to replace Headley Court, near 
Epsom - an institution that has 
had very strong local support and 
boasts a world-class team of 400 
staff. 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
David Preedy, who represents 
Headley on Mole Valley Council, 
successfully tabled a motion at a 
meeting earlier this month say¬ 
ing that Government ministers 
must engage with the community 
to ensure all possible uses for 
Headley Court are investigated 
before its future role is decided. 
He also called on local MPs to 
lobby ministers over the issue. 

But reacting to Coun Preedy’s 
call to arms - based on his belief 
that outright closure of Headley

Court as a military facility is now 
under serious consideration by 
the MoD - Sir Paul Beresford, MP 
for Mole Valley, said the move 
was “jumping the gun”. 

He said: “Don’t let’s open the 
door on this until we have some 
ideas of where we are going with 
it. 

“Let’s wait and see. Mr Preedy 
is shooting his shots too early.” 


But Coun Preedy said: “I do not 
think it is jumping the gun. The 
MoD said in 2011 that the decision 
was likely at the end of 2013, so it 
is overdue and I have been given 
information to suggest it is due in 
the next two to three weeks. 

“The whole point of the motion 
was to get the council, the local 
planning authority, involved be¬ 
fore the decision was made. Sit¬ 
ting and waiting for a decision 
does not cut the mustard. 

“The future of Headley Court 
should be discussed not just by 
the MoD and the Headley Court 
trustees but by the council as 
well. I am genuinely confused as 
to why Sir Paul reacted so strong¬ 
ly against it.” 

Coun Preedy said that Sir 
Paul’s reference to restrictive 
planning conditions on Headley 
Court’s buildings are “all the 
more reason” that the council, as 
the local planning authority, 
should be involved at an early 
stage. 

As local MPs have not taken up 
the challenge, he said: “I will 
propose to go straight to the MoD 
and Headley Court trustees. All 
three parties in the council need 
to get together.”

D id you have a good 

night’s sleep last night... 
or did you toss and turn 
and wake up with a sore back? 

If you slept badly, chances 
are you need a new bed. 

A new survey for national 
bed month suggests four out of 
five of us sleep poorly, yet an 
astonishing half of us still 
don’t make the connection 
with our old mattresses. 

Tests by Fira, the Furniture 
Industry Research 
Association, have shown that a 
bed may have deteriorated by 
as much as 70 per cent from its 
“as new” state after 10 years. 
And beds as little as six years 
old could offer significantly 
less support and comfort. 

Despite this, more than 50 per 
cent of respondents to the 
Sleep Council consumer 
survey thought a bed should 
last between 12 and 20 years. 

Professor Chris Idzikowski, 
of the Sleep Assessment and 
Advisory Service, says: 

“People simply do not seem 
to make the connection 
between lack of sleep and 
the state of their bed. It is 
surprising to find that 67 per 
cent of the sample were 
waking up with neck or back 


pain and not connecting their 
poor sleep with their, 
presumably old, bed.” 

The Sleep Council has 
launched a new Toxic Sleep 
campaign in time for national 
bed month in March, to make 
consumers aware of the effects 
of mattress deterioration and 
the importance of replacing 
your bed for a good 
night’s rest. 

Their survey found 
47 per cent of those 
questioned achieve 
just six hours sleep 
or less a night, and 
67 per cent wake up 
with back or neck 
ache.

Pensioner property 
wealth hits record 


Soaring house prices gives 
pensioners financial boost 


Retired homeowners have seen their 
property wealth grow by an average 
£7,100 each in the past year as the 
housing market boom has sent home 
prices soaring according to a report car¬ 
ried out by over-55s financial specialist 
Key Retirement Solutions. 

It says pensioners who own their 
homes outright have earned nearly 
£600 a month from their houses and 
their property wealth is now at its high¬ 
est level since Key Retirement Solu¬ 
tions started monitoring the housing 
wealth of the over-65s in March 2010. 

Its Pensioner Property Equity Index 
shows over-65 homeowners now own 
property wealth of £801.112 billion 
outright after an increase of more than 
£33.334 billion in the past year as 
house prices in most of the UK went up. 

The growth in property prices under¬ 
lines the success of the equity release 
market which enables homeowners to 
release money from their houses - Key 
Retirement Solutions figures show 
more than £1 billion was released in 
2013. 

Retired homeowners in London were 
the biggest winners gaining more than 
£41,200 on average each in the past 
year while retired homeowners in the 
south east are more than £10,460 bet¬ 


ter off and Scottish pensioners have 
gained £8,553 on average. 

Key Retirement's figures show more 
than 36.5 per cent of pensioner proper¬ 
ty equity is owned by over-65s in Lon¬ 
don and the south east. 

In London over-65s own property 
without any mortgages worth 
£147.787 billion while in the south 
east pensioners own £144.65 billion of 
property outright. 

More than 70 per cent of pensioner 
property wealth is concentrated in Lon¬ 
don, the south east, the south west, the 
east of England and the north west. 

Dean Mirfin, group director at Key Re¬ 
tirement Solutions (keyrs.co.uk), said: 
"Pensioner property wealth is at a 
record high of £801 billion as the hous¬ 
ing market continues to grow strongly 
and average gains of more than £7,000 
in the year highlights how property 
wealth can play a major role in improv¬ 
ing standards of living. 

"On average retired homeowners have 
nearly £600 a month. 

"Even those in areas where prices 
have fallen still have considerable 
property wealth considering they prob¬ 
ably bought their homes more than 25 
years ago." 



Hoarding 

HABITS 

As the saying goes, an Englishman's home is 
his castle. But an 'Aladdin's cave' may be a 
more accurate description as a huge 83 per 
cent of householders say they're guilty of 
'hoarding'. 

The research, 
carried out by AA 
Home Member¬ 
ship showed that, 
on average, 60 per 
cent of people's 
belongings are 
things they could¬ 
n't live without 
and a fifth (18 per 
cent) is junk. 

Those living in 
the north east 
find it most diffi¬ 
cult to part with 
old things (87 per 
cent) compared to Londoners (77 per cent). 

Some have held on to so many old posses¬ 
sions that one in 20 spends over an hour a 
week searching through clutter for things 
they want amongst the mess. 

Helen Brooker, head of AA Home Member¬ 
ship said: "Many people keep items that 
have sentimental value - like children's toys. 
A lot of people hold onto things 'just in 
case', like clothes in case they lose weight or 
they come back into fashion. 

"I imagine most people tend to accumulate 
clutter rather than obsessively collect things 
as hoarders do. 

"Some belongings might be difficult to let 
go of, but it's unlikely you'll miss many of 
them if, for instance, they've been sitting in 
a box in the loft for a few years. 

"You might find that it's a good time to 
have a spring clean. Somebody could get 
some use out of the things you've kept - you 
might even make some money if you have a 
car boot sale or sell some things on eBay."

Figures show rise in new homes 


The number of new homes regis¬ 
tered in the UK in January show a 14 
per cent increase compared to the 
same time in 2013, new figures 
from NHBC reveal. 

The year's first statistics continue 
the upward trend seen throughout 
2013, which resulted in the highest 
number of new home registrations 
since the economic downturn in

In total 11,489 new homes were 
registered (8,312 private sector;

(d) The Surrey County Council ((Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell) (Consolidation 
of Free Street Parking Places and Revocation) Order 2005 (Amendment No.12) 
Order 2014; 

(e) The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom) (Free Street Parking 
Places) (Disabled Persons) Order 2005 (Amendment No.11) Order 2014; 

(f) The Surrey County Council (West Hill Burnet Grove and Langlands Rise 
Controlled Parking Zone in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell (Consolidation of 
Waiting Restrictions and On-Street Parking Places) Order 2005) (Amendment 
No.11) Order 2014; 

(g) The Surrey County Council (Marshalls Close Hunters Close Sharons Close and 
Sheraton Drive Controlled Parking Zone in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell 
(Consolidation of Waiting Restrictions and On-Street Parking Places) Order 
2005) (Amendment No.11) Order 2014; 

(h) The Surrey County Council (Various Road in Epsom and Ewell)(Goods Vehicles’ 
Free On-Street Loading Bays) Order 2014 (Amendment No.2) 2014; 

(i) The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell Residents’ Only 
On-Street Parking Places) Order 2013 (Amendment No.1) 2014-; 

(j) The Surrey County Council (D2247) Ladbroke Road Epsom in the Borough of 
Epsom and Ewell (Restricted Zone) (On-Street Parking Place) Order 2013 
(Amendment No.3) 2014; and 

(k) The Surrey County Council (Epsom and Ewell Prohibition of Verge Parking) Order 
2014-. 

2. The purpose and effect of the Orders above is to:- 

(a) provide free on-street parking places in certain lengths of the road specified in 
Schedule 2 to this Notice. Operating at the times and periods specified in that 
Schedule; 

(b) specify that the vehicles which may be left in any of the free on-street parking places 
shall be passenger vehicles (8 seats or less), goods vehicles the maximum gross 
weight of which is less than 5 tonnes, motor-cycles and invalid carriages; 

(c) provide that certain other vehicles may wait in any of the free on-street parking 
places referred to above in certain circumstances (e.g., to allow persons to board or 
alight (maximum 2 minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc, and 
vehicles left by specified disabled persons (no time limit); 

(d) provide that in the case of any of the on-street parking places referred to in Schedule 
2 to this Notice, outside the hours of operation indicated in the said Schedule any 
vehicle may be left in any of those on-street parking places for any period without 
time limit; 

(e) prohibit the waiting by vehicles in certain lengths of the roads and on the days and 
times referred to in Schedule 1 to this Notice; 

(f) provide that in the lengths of roads referred to in paragraph (e) above, the usual 
exemptions for loading and unloading vehicles, boarding and alighting from vehicles, 
using vehicles for works on or adjoining those lengths of roads, the maintenance of 
those roads and the services in them and for disabled persons’ vehicles in 
accordance with the “Blue Badge” Scheme would apply; 

(g) Convert existing advisory disabled bays into mandatory disabled bays as specified 
in schedule 4; 

(h) Operating at any time for use only by disabled persons vehicles displaying a disabled 
persons blue badge with no time limit on how long such a vehicle may be left. 

(i) provide the loading and unloading of vehicles at any time in the roads specified in 
schedule 5; 

(j) to provide such loading in Cheam Road, Ewell, for the purpose of collecting or 
delivering goods from any premises adjacent to or in the vicinity of the loading bay, 
for use at all times. 

(k) the usual exemptions for boarding and alighting from vehicles, using vehicles for 
works on or adjoining those lengths of roads, the maintenance of those roads and 
the services in them would apply; 

(l) Prohibit parking on any of the verges at any time adjacent to the roads specified in 
schedule 3; 

(m) provide that in the lengths of roads referred to in paragraph (k) above, exemptions 
for residential access and the emergency services; 

(n) impose the School Zig-Zag Markings in certain lengths of roads listed in the 
Schedule 7 to this notice, which prohibits stopping outside schools; 

(o) the Prohibition in referred to in paragraph (m) above does not apply to any person 
causing or permitting a vehicle to stop or remain at rest - 

(i) if that person is obliged to do so in order to avoid an accident or if that person 
is required to do so by law; or 

(ii) anything done with the permission or at the direction of a police constable in 
uniform; or 

(iii) any person who causes any vehicle to proceed in accordance with any 
prohibition restriction or requirement indicated by traffic signs placed by the 
Police pursuant to Section 66 or Section 67 of the Act; or 

(iv) a vehicle which is displaying in a prominent position behind the windscreen so 
that it is facing forwards and can be entirely and easily seen from the front of the 
vehicle a valid waiver certificate issued by a person duly authorised by the 
Council to wait in accordance with the terms and conditions prescribed by the 
said certificate PROVIDED THAT a waiver certificate may be cancelled at any 
time at the sole discretion of the Council and shall thereupon immediately cease 
to be valid and that a notification of such cancellation shall be sent by post to 
the holder of the certificate at any address which the Council believes to be that 
person’s address and the certificate shall forthwith be surrendered to the 
Council. 

(p) Impose prohibition of stopping outside schools as specified in schedule 7 subject to 
the exemptions provided by the Principal Order shall still apply, namely any person 
causing a vehicle to stop in order to avoid an accident or if required to do so by law; 
anything done with the permission of a Police constable in uniform or in accordance 
with a sign placed by Surrey Police in accordance with section 66 or 67 of the Act; 
or any vehicle which is displaying a valid waiver certificate issued by the council. 

Certain drafting amendments have been made to the existing Orders, which will not 

affect any of the restrictions on the ground.

Building on the success of the 
recently launched 500L small MPV, 
Fiat has now added this Trekking 
variant to the range, writes Philip 
Shoulder. 

This model’s beefed up bumpers, 
lower-body cladding and raised 
ground clearance adds a more 
rugged crossover look. 

The 500L has already been 
awarded a five-star safety rating by 
Euro NCAP, but the 500L Trekking is 
the first Fiat to feature City Brake 
Control (a low speed collision 
avoidance system) as standard. 

There are four engine options: 

1.4-litre Fire petrol and the 875cc 
TwinAir Turbo, plus the 1.3 
(with manual and automatic 
transmissions) and 1.6-litre MultiJet 
2 turbo diesel. 

For a £700 premium over the 
normal 500L, Trekking spec is based 
on the standard car’s Lounge trim, 
but adds 17” alloy wheels and 
tinted rear windows. Highlights 
include a panoramic glass roof, air¬ 



conditioning, cruise control, and the 
company’s new UConnect touch¬ 
screen infotainment system. Rear 
passengers get ample legroom, 
although headroom is only average. 

Ergonomically, the dashboard 
scores well, with clear and intuitive 
controls. There’s no shortage of 
storage places, thanks to 22 
compartments of different sizes 
dotted around the cabin.

Fiat’s funky compact MPV is a 
great multi-tasker; with the space 
and practicality to cope admirably 
with family duties, while also being 
desirable to own and fun to drive. 

This new Trekking model adds a 
more rugged element to the 500L, 
and allows it to be as adept at 
negotiating a bumpy country lane or 
slippery dirt track, as it is threading 
through the urban sprawl. 


With floods affecting many areas 
of the UK over recent weeks, 
motorists looking to buy a used 
car should be mindful of checking 
potential purchases carefully for 
any potential water damage 
before parting with their cash. 

Tim Naylor, editor of British Car 
Auction’s annual Used Car Market 
Report, commented: “Rather than 
claim against insurance, some 
unscrupulous sellers may try to 
pass off their cars in a private 
sale, so buyers should be aware 
of the tell-tale signs. 

“Even the most scrupulous 
clean may not totally eradicate 
water damage, so be a ‘flood 
detective’ when appraising a 
potential purchase. Screws, 
bolts and fixings may well 
rust, so check out-of-the-way 
areas under the dash, seats, 
door sills and engine bay. 

“Look for fine silt deposits in 


spots like 
the spare 

wheel storage area, door handle 
recesses or footwells. 

“Are the carpets damp, irregular 
and ill-fitting or even been 
replaced? Are the windows con¬ 
stantly steaming up? These could 
be clues the car has sat in water.” 

While the financial 
consequences could be 
considerable, there is a 
potentially significant danger to 
life and limb by driving a flood 
damaged vehicle, as brakes and 
electrical equipment could be 
compromised.
